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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  June  1,  1961  an  additional  1,009,  120  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  was 
authorized  (the  full  announcement  appears  on  page  14).  This  action 
brings  to  9,800,000  tons  the  quantity  of  sugar  provided  within  the  re- 
quirements determination  of  10,000,000  tons  for  the  calendar  year. 
Two  hundred  thousand  tons  of  the  proration  for  the  Dominican  Republic 
has  not  been  reallocated  to  other  countries. 

With  announcements  of  a  price  increase  in  refined  sugar  of  0.  15  cent 
per  pound  to  be  effective  at  the  end  of  the  month  in  most  markets  and 
with  the  heavier  consuming  season  in  the  offing,  it  is  believed  that 
users  built  up  stocks  during  the  last  ten  daysof  May. 

Through  the  weekending  May  20,  deliveries  for  U.S.  consumption  were 
about  135,000  tons  more  than  those  reported  last  year  for  the  same 
period.  However,  on  the  basis  of  physical  deliveries ,  including  year 
end  constructive  deliveries,  about  the  same  amount  of  sugar  actually 
moved  into  consumption  channels  during  this  period  in  both  years. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  through  May  20,  1961  were  about  200,000  tons 
ahead  of  those  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  From  May  21  through 
September  30  beet  sugar  deliveries  must  average  55 ,  000  tons  per  week 
if  they  are  to  maintain  this  increase  over  last  year's  deliveries  from 
old  crop  sugars  .  With  the  effective  inventory  of  beet  sugar  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year  only  about  260,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  earlier, 
deliveries  of  beet  sugar  between  now  and  the  first  of  October  are 
unlikely  to  average  more  than  60,000  tons  per  week.  New  crop  beet 
sugar  becomes  available  in  quantity  during  October  and  supplies  are, 
of  course,  far  in  excess  of  demand  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Refiners'  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  through  May  20  were  about 
30,000  tons  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Their 
receipts  of  raw  sugar  were  down  about  120,000  tons.  Their  total  in- 
ventories increased  110,000  tons  during  this  period  last  year  and  are 
now  down  about  40,000  tons  from  the  beginning  of  this  year.

Including  the  action  of  June  1,  1961  refiners  are  expected  to  have  some- 
thing like  250 , 000  tons  more  raw  sugar  for  entry  during  the  balance  of 
this  year  than  was  available  last  year  and  their  total  supplies  ,  including 
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May  20  quota  stocks,  would  be  about  IZO.OOO  tons  more  than  for  the 
same  period  last  year. 

During  May,  the  spot  raw  sugar  price  increased  from  6.28  cents  per 
pound,  duty  paid,  New  York  on  May  1  to  6.  55  cents  on  May  24  and  re- 
mained at  that  level  through  May  31.  With  the  raw  sugar  price  aver- 
aging 6.46  cents  and  the  refined  sugar  price  at  New  York  averaging 
9.41  cents  for  the  month  of  May  the  differential  was  2  .  9  5  cents  o  During 
January- April  1961  this  differential  was  3.23  cents  and  for  the  cal- 
endar year  I960  averaged  3.13  cents  per  pound.  On  May  29  the  refined 
sugar  price  at  New  York  was  9  .  55  cents  and  the  spot  price  of  raw  sugar 
was  6.55  cents  . 

Effective  May  29 ,  1961,  refined  sugar  prices  were  to  advance  0.15  cent 
per  pound  in  most  territories.  The  following  quotations  reflect  these 
announced  increases  but  in  some  territories  sugar  was  being  sold  at  a 
discount.  No  increases  were  Announced  for  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the 
day  to  day  price  in  California,  Arizona,  Nevada  was  0.15  cent  below 
the  quoted  price.

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The  World  ^ugar  market  has  demonstrated  strength  since  April  1.  Spot 
quotations  for  the  No.  8  Contract  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  rose  from  3.02  cents  per  pound  f.o.b.  and  stowed  Carib- 
bean ports  (including  Brazil)  to  3,25  cents  during  April  and  continued 
upward  to  3.40  cents  for  the  period  May  15-23  and  to  3.42  cents  on 
May  24.  The  price  increase  is  how  one -half  cent  per  pound  since 
February  15,  Trade  houses  generally  attribute  the  run-up  in  prices  to 
a  shortage  in  offerings  from  sources  other  than  Cuba  .Ciiban  sugar  is 
not  deliverable  against  the  No.  8  Contract.  Total  sugar  supplies  are 
regarded  as  adequate . 

F.O.  Licht's  first  estimate  of  sugar  beet  plantings  for  the  1961-62 
crop  in  the  European  area  show  an  increase  over  last  year  of  84,765 
hectares  or  1.4  percent.  Plantings  in  Western  Europe  are  estimated  at 
1 ,  698,  100  hectares  ,  a  reduction  of  182,  444  hectares  from  the  1 ,  880  ,  544 
hectares  of  the  1960-61  crop.  However,  Eastern  Europe  is  expected 
to  increase  from  4,352,800  hectares  to  4,620,000,  an  increase  of 
267,200  or  6.1  percent.  The  largest  increase  is  in  the  Soviet  Union, 
244, 000  hectares  ,  to  a  total  of  3 ,  300 ,  000  . 

Unofficial  reports  on  Cuban  production  show  4,821,527  Spanish  long 
tons  to  April  15,  1961,  or43,075tons  less  than  during  the  same  period 
last  year . 

The  International  Sugar  Council  meets  the  week  of  May  29 .  Among 
other  things  the  Council  will  review  the  World  Market  situation.  Spot 
price  quotations  for  world  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Ex- 
change rose  to  the  eqmvalent  of  3.29  f.  a,  s.  Cuba  on  May  11.  For 
purposes  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement ,  the  Council  determines 
the  f  .a.s  .  Cuba  price  on  an  average  of  the  rolled-back  London  and  New 
York  prices.  Since  the  London  quotations  are  on  a  c.i.f.  basis  the 
deductions  have  been  influenced  by  recent  fluctuations  in  freight  rates. 
The  Council's  average  price  was  quoted  at3.15cents  per  pound  on  May 
9,  at  3.22  cents  on  May  10  amd  at  3.24  cents  per  pound  for  the  period 
ending  on  May  23;  on  May  24  and  25  it  was  quoted  at  3.28  cents.  The 
"prevailing  price"  will  not  have  been  above  3.25  cents  for  17  days 
while  the  Council  will  be  in  session  and  any  quota  action  would  not  be 
mandatory. 
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SUGAR  DELIVERIES  IN  BULK 

The  shift  from  packaged  to  bulk  (liquid  and  granulated)  sugar  deliveries 
by  primary  distributor  s  continued  to  grow  during  I960  when  it  reached 
45  percent  of  all  deliveries  for  industrial  and  institutional  sugar  uses 
(from  31  percent  in  1957).  The  I960  level  was  equal  to  about  30  per- 
cent of  national  deliveries  for  all  types  of  uses.  (Figure  1).  Basic 
data  from  which  percentages  are  calculated  are  shown  in  Table  1.  For 
comparison  with  an  earlier  year,  Census  of  Manufactures  data  for 
1954  furnish  a  useful  benchmark.  In  that  year  only  3.  5  percent  of  the 
total  deliveries  was  bulk  granulated  and  11.1  percent  bulk  liquid,  for 
a  combined  total  of  14.6  percent. 

The  rate  of  increase  during  the  last  four  years  for  deliveries  in  bulk 
granulated  was  about  double  that  for  deliveries  in  bulk  liquid  form 
81  percent  as  compared  with  37  percent.  Consumer-size  package 
deliveries  increased  by  about  6  percent  and  deliveries  in  50  to  100 
pound  bags  for  industrial  and  institutional  uses  decreased  by  about  16 
percent  as  more  and  more  plants  installed  bulk  handling  equipment. 

Deliveries  by  regions  (Table  2) 

The  middle  Atlantic  and  Western  regions,  each  of  which  in  1957  was 
already  receiving  about  one-third  of  its  total  sugar  requirements  in 
bulk  form,  received  in  I960  about  43  percent  in  that  form.  The  per- 
centages for  each  of  the  other  regions,  although  smaller  in  both  1957 
and  i960,  showed  a  greater  rate  of  growth,  except  for  New  England 
where  the  growth  rate  was  only  a  little  smaller.  Even  in  the  Southern 
region  where  consumers  for  whom  bulk  deliveries  might  be  advan- 
tageous are  scattered,  and  where  many  are  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  a  distributing  point  thus  minimizing  the  savings  possible  through 
the  use  of  liquid  sugar,  bulk  deliveries  doubled  from  7  .  2  percent  of  the 
total  in  1957  tol4.3  in  I960. 

Deliveries  by  Type  of  Sugar  (Table  2) 

The  trend  toward  bulk  deliveries  was  quite  similar  for  cane  and  beet 
sugar.  Twenty  percent  of  cane  sugar  deliveries  was  in  bulk  in  1957, 
29  percent  in  I960.  Twenty-two  percent  of  beet  sugar  deliveries  was 
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in  bulk  in  1957,  33  percent  in  I960.  There  was  one  major  dissimilarity: 
For  cane  sugar  liquid  had  about  twice  the  importance  of  bulk  granulated; 
for  beet  sugar  the  reverse  was  true. 

Deliveries  by  Type  of  Buyer  (Table  3) 

Data  available  to  us  permits  separation  between  bulk  liquid  and  gran- 
tilated  sugar  (bulk  and  packaged)  deliveries  to  the  principal  groups  of 
buyers.  The  changes  from  1959  to  I960  for  11  groups  of  buyers  are 
shown  in  the  table  separately  for  beet  and  cane  sugar.  Bulkliquid  sugar 
deliveries  increased  to  each  specified  group  of  buyer.  Nationally,  the 
increases  in  total  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  offset  four-fifths  of 
the  reduction  in  deliveries  in  50  to  100  pound  bags.  This  suggests  that 
the  increase  in  bulk  gr emulated  deliveries  to  most  groups  of  buyers  was 
substantial.  For  all  groups,  it  was  even  larger  than  the  increase  in 
bulk  liquid  deliveries.  There  were  large  increases  in  deliveries  of  all 
sugars  to  the  bakery  and  confectionery  trades,  and  smaller  increases 
to  five  of  the  other  nine  groups.  The  increases  were  mostly  of  graji- 
xilated  cane  sugar  except  to  the  beverage  trades  where  gains  in  liquid 
cane  about  doubled  the  reduction  in  granulated  cane.  For  beet  sugar, 
although  sales  of  bulk  granulated  exceeded  liquid,  the  year  to  year  gain 
was  larger  for  liquid.  For  cane  sugar,  although  sales  of  liquid  exceeded 
bulk  granulated,  the  year  to  year  gain  was  larger  for  bulk  granulated. 

Per  Capita  Deliveries  (Table  4) 

The  small  increase  in  I960  per  capita  deliveries  for  industrial  and 
ins titutioncd  uses  over  the  1957-60  average  did  not  fully  offset  the  falling 
off  of  deliveries  for  household  uses.  Of  particxilar  note  was  the  large 
per  capita  decrease  to  the  Western  region  --  6.  3  pounds,  about  21  times 
the  decrease  in  the  per  capita  national  average .  Most  of  this,  however, 
is  attributable  to  reduced  constructive  deliveries  at  the  en^  of  last  year. 
The  New  England  and  Middle  Atlantic  regions  had  declines  in  excess  of 
the  national  average.  The  Southern  and  North  Central  were  the  only 
regions  to  show  gains .

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INVISIBLE"  INVENTORIES  AND  MOVEMENTS 
OF  SUGAR  IN  I960  WITH  COMPARISONS 


Wholesalers,  retailers  and  industrial  us  ers  are  estimated  to  have  held 
370,000  short  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value,  in  inventory  on  December  31, 
i960,  up  about  4,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier.  Industricd  users  in- 
creased their  inventories  by  about  11,000  tons;  wholesalers'  and  re- 
tailers' inventories  decreased  by  about  4,000  tons  each.  Among  the 
industrial  users  the  largest  change,  about  13,000  tons,  was  in  inven- 
tories of  beverage  producers.  These  estimates  and  the  detail  shown 
in  table  5  are;  from  final  tabulations  of  the  annual  sample  survey 
made  by  the  Census  Bureau  for  the  Sugar  Division,  CSS.  They  are 
based  on  a  sample  which  was  revised  during  1958. 

These  data  do  not  include  sugar  inventories  or  sugar  received  direct- 
ly from  primary  distributors  by  public  eating  places,  institutions. 
Governmental  agencies,  or  miscellaneous  users  of  sugar.

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ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  -- 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
Amendment  of  March  31,  1961 


Amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act,  Proclamation  by  the  President,  and  sub- 
sequent actions  relating  to  sugar  supplies  through  April  14,  1961  are 
covered  in  the  April  1961  issue  of  SUGAR  REPORTS,  No,  108. 

Since  then  one  such  action  has  been  taken,  details  of  which  are  shown 
below: 

Purchase  of  Additional  1,009,  120  Tons  of  Non-Quota  Sugar  Author- 
ized;      (June  1,  1961) 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  increased  by  1,009,120  tons  the  quantity 
of  non- quota  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the 
remainder  of  1961.  A  total  of  9,800,000  tons  of  quota  and  non-quota 
sugar  now  may  be  marketed  or  imported  during  the  current  year.  (See 
press  releases  USDA  1150-61;  995-61;  and  3752-60). 

The  sugar  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States 
for  the  calendar  year  1961  were  determined  at  10 , 000 , 000  tons  on  De- 
cember 16,  I960  (press  release  USDA  3691-60).  With  today's  action 
all  but  200,000  tons  of  these  requirements  have  been  allocated  or  au- 
thorized. This  remainder  represents  that  portion  of  the  Dominican 
Republic  proration  of  non-quota  purchase  sugarwhich  has  not  been  re- 
allocated to  other  foreign  countries. 

Included  in  today's  action  are  authorizations  for  purchase  of  1,092  tons 
of  non-quota  sugar  from  Belgium  ajid4,388  tons  from  the  Netherlands  . 
The  section  of  the  Statement  of  Basis  and  Purpose  relating  to  the  pro- 
rations for  these  countries  follows: 

"By  reference  to  the  statistical  bulletins  of  the  International  Sugar 
Council  and  other  data,  Belgium,  Canada,  Netherlands  and  United

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ed  Cuban  sugar  in  I960.  Each  of  these  countries  produces  beet  sugar. 
Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  large  net  importers  of  sugar  so 
that  any  supplies  of  refined  sugar  exported  to  the  United  States  could 
be  said  to  have  been  made  available  for  export  by  importation  of  Cuban 
sugar.  Although  Belgium  has  imported  sugar,  including  Cuban  sugar, 
for  refining  and  reexport,  this  country  is  a  net  exporter  and  was  a 
large  net  exporter  in  the  latter  part  of  I960.  The  Netherlands,  after 
allowing  for  the  sugar  content  of  exports  of  sugar -containing  products, 
was  a  net  exporter  in  I960.  The  importation  of  Cuban  sugar  by  Belgium 
and  the  Netherlands  for  refining  and  reexport,  or  for  manufacturing 
into  sugar -containing  products  for  exportation,  had  the  effect  of  in- 
creasing the  volume  of  the  import  and  export  trade  of  those  countries 
rather  than  of  making  available  for  export  to  the  United  States  sugar 
produced  from  sugar  beets  grown  in  such  coiintries  .  " 

Today's  action  was  taken  in  accordance  with  Sec.  408  (b)  of  the  Sugar 
Act  and  the  President's  Proclamation  No.  3401  of  March  31,  which  es- 
tablished the  quota  for  Cuba  at  zero  and  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  acting  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the 
powers  vested  in  the  President  to  replace  the  quantity  not  taken  from 
Cuba. 

Calendar  year  1961  basic  quotas  established  by  Sugar  Regulation  811 
are  shown  in  column  1;  quantities  of  non-quota  sugar  previously  author- 
ized for  importation  during  January- March  1961  and  quantities  author- 
ized for  later  importation  are  shown  in  column  2;  and,  quantities  of 
non-quota  sugar  authorized  by  today's  action  are  shown  in  column  3  of 
Table  6.

1,  April  1961  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
683,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  75,000  tons 
from  March  1961  and  down  17,000  from  April  I960.  January-April 
1961  deliveries  2,713,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up 
83,000  tons,  or  3.2  percent  from  same  I960  period.  Final  data  for 
March  1961  deliveries  ,  768,  000  tons  --  previously' published  prelirh- 
inaitily  as  751,000  tons. 


2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  April  29,  1961  were  2,038,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  84,  000  tons  from  a  year  earlier,  but 
down  86,000  tons  from  end  March  1961.  During  April  refiners'  stocks 
increased  by  about  19,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
about  89,000  tons,  importers  of  direct-consumption  stocks  by  about 
12,  000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors '  stocks  by  about  3,000 
tons . 


3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  April  30,  196 1  were  2,223,60  5  short 
tons,  raw  value.  In  addition,  842,  030  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
were  authorized  for  entry. 


4.  Regionally,  January-March  sugar  deliveries  this  year,  as  com- 
pared with  last  year,  were  up  20 .  3  and  14.5  percent,  respectively,  to 
the  Western  and  North  Central  regions,  reflecting  the  absence  of  con- 
structive deliveries  at  I960  year  end.  Deliveries  were  down  about  4 
percent  to  the  New  England  and  Southern  regions,  and  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic  region  they  were  about  the  same  in  both  years.
